»»»»»»»> The Park had been deemed a Priority Park quite some time ago due to drug activity, (Use and Sale 
of), Street worker activity, ( hookers both straight and Trans), and a plethora of other issues including assaults and 
vandalism of residents cars around the park. Not addressing a safety issue such as security lighting, etc. in a Public City 
Park being kept open til 10:30 PM 7 days a week, is a MAJOR CITY LIABILITY! 

»»»»»»»> Ask the LAPD, Paul Jordan is copied on this email as he is on all my emails of this nature, because 
he works Tirelessly on keeping the Park and the neighborhood safe and as Crime Free as possible all day long during his 
shifts..
